On the contrary, if cironmstauces 
will warrant legislatiou, which indicates 
the law is supreme aud sufficient for pro- 
tection to persons aud property, we may 
expect an ingress of good citizens, who 
will seek a society of law and order, but 
avoid anarchy or even the indication of 
it. This law and order seeking popula- 
tion we desire to welcome. Upon our 
fertile fields and in our rich mineral 
lands there is room for their prosperity. 

Gentlemen, we recognize in full all 
tbe State authorities. We have no par- 
pose to overthrow tbem, and believe 
there ia no such purpose with others. 
Wa propose dutiful submission to the 
laws and all lawful authority. We be- 
lieve a land so favored by nature should 
be tenanted by au united and contented 
people, and we are before you to pledge 
our honest aud beat efforts to secure this 
end. We will not presume to advise a 
coarse of legislation, but we are here 
with honest heaits, and if it be thought 
by any of your committee that we can 
impart any light or information desira- 
ble to you, we are randy to make honest 
answers to questions you may propose 
Colonel Jrroaser — I snswer ia behalf 
of the committee that we meet yon in 
the spirit in which yon came here, aa a 
soldier to a soldier.

old army and crush them out. In my 
own county of Madison the course of 
the Democrats has been such aa to make 
me seriously, fear for my life. An elec- 
tion can not be held iu Madison next 
November unless some steps are taken 
to secure the safety of loyal men. 

Mr. Roach (Representative from Car- 
roll) — Some ten days ago I waa very 
much depressed iu my mind as to the 
state of the country. My heart ached 
for a gleam of light, and now I feel that 
I have got it at last. Many of the boys 
in my section served under Gen. Cheat- 
ham, and his influence with them ia very 
great.
